Hunters . . . Helpers 

Conservation of natural re¬ 
sources is one of the most serious 
problems facing our nation today 
—and no group has done more to 
help solve it than the 18 million 
American huntei*s. 

Unlike any other segment of 
the population, hunters asked to 
be ^xed so that there would be 
additional federal funds for wild¬ 
life presei-vation. Back in 1937, 
both the shooting industry and 
sportsmen requested a tux on the 
sale of sporting arms and ammu¬ 
nition. And in 1965, they asked 
that this excise levy not be re¬ 
moved when Congress was mak¬ 
ing widespread reduction.s. 

Over ?300 million has been col¬ 
lected and distributed back to the 
individual states under this tax 
law' — known as the Pittman- 
Robertson Act From the 11 cents 
collected on every gun and am¬ 
munition dollar, five cents goes 
for improving game range, two 
cents for buying wildlife lands, 
two cents for scientific research, 
and two cents for maintenance 
and administration. 

From these pennies have come 
75,000 coverts for pheasants and 
rabbits, 8,000 miles of raultiflora 
rose hedge, and over 2,509,000 
acres of land brought into the 
public domain. Such vitally con¬ 
cerned companies as Remin^on 
Arms maintain experimental 
farms to study w'ays of increas¬ 
ing game populations on private 
lands. In addition, when sports¬ 
men buy their hunting and fish¬ 
ing licenses, they are paying for 
the support of all 50 state fish 
and game departments. The 
money does not come from gen¬ 
eral tax revenue as most people 
believe. 

The.se government agencies use 
the sportsmen’s money to provide 
refuges for more species of non- 
hunted wildlife than for game 
animals. In most cases, the ref¬ 
uges are open to the general pub¬ 
lic, which pays nothing to enjoy 
them. But how many nature 
lovers realize that the hunters 
made this preservation and in¬ 
crease of wildlife possible? It’s 
something to think about.

I Q. My doctor says he is not 
i taking part in the medicare pro¬ 
gram. Does this mean 1 will have 
to change doctors? 
i A. No, you may go to any doc¬ 
tor you choose under medicare. 
If your doctor does not want to 
file a claim to be reimbused, you 
can pay him and file the claim 
yourself. Please see page 16 of 
your Medicare Handbook. 

Q. My doctor is not going to 
accept assignment of my bill, and 
:I will have to sehd in the claim 
j myself. Where do I send my 
claim? 

A. You will find the name and 
’address of the insurance earner 
that will handle your c^aim on 
pages 23-26 of your Medicare I 
Handbook, or any social security 
office will give you the con*ect 
address. Remember, you send the 
claim to the organization serving 
the area in w^hich you received 
treatment, not where you live. 

Q, Part of the claim I made for 
jreimbursement of doctor’s bills 
jwas disallowed. I don't agree. 
jWhat should I do? 

! A. You can write the organiza¬ 
tion that handled your claim and 
tell them why you disagree. After 
(their if you ^I'l don’t 

agree, you can request a formal 
hearing wdth the ox*ganization. 

(1. Where can I get help in 
filling out a claim for doctors' 
bills? 

A. Go to your local social sec¬ 
urity office; they -will be happy to 
help you complete your form. 
Take your medicare card and any 
paid doctors' bills with you. 

Q. My wife had an operation 
for a broken hip in May 1966. She 
had a big surgeon's fee at that 
time. She is now in a nursing 
home, and her doctor visits her 
two or three times a month. Are 
her doctors’ fees covered under 
medicare? 

A. 'Medicare will help pay for 
any doctors’ seiwices she received 
on or after July 1, 1966, includ¬ 
ing the doctors’ visits she receives 
in the nursing home. 

Q. AVhen my wife leaves the 
nursing home to come home, she 
will still need some nursing care. 
Is there any provision for part- 


time nursing care under medi¬ 
care? 

A. Yes, if the doctor feels that 
she should receive part-time nurs- j 
ing care, he may request a home | 
health agency, such as visiting 
nurses association, to send a nurse 
to your home to provide part-time ' 
nursing care, and medicare will 
cover the visits. 

Q. If I enroll in doctor bill in¬ 
surance under medicare, will I be 
required to use a doctor who has 
been selected by medicare, or may 
I still go to my family doctor? 

A. You will, of course, continue 
with your family doctor, or any 
other doctor you may choose. 

Q. I was recently in the hos- 
pitalpital for 22 days. I thought 
that I would only have to pay the 
first $40, but was billed for $62. 
Is this correct? 

A. It is possible that the 
charges above the first $40 were 
■for convenience'items not covei*ed 
by medicare, such as telephone or 
television. We suggest you call 
the hospital to learn the reason 
for the extra chaiges, 

Q. A friend of mine just signed 
up for medical insurance under 
medicare. What benefits will she 
get for her $3 a month? 

A. If your friend gets sick, her 
medical insurance will help pay 
for: doctors’ and surgeons’ bills; 
other medical services and sup¬ 
plies; and home health services, 
such as pait-time nui*sing care, 
even if there has not been any 
previous hospitalization. 

Q. What kind of medical serv¬ 
ices and supplies does medical in¬ 
surance cover? 

I A. Covered medical services and 
’supplies include: X-i-ay and ra¬ 
dium treatments; aitificial legs, 
arms, and eyes; rental equip¬ 
ment, such as hospital beds, 
wheelchairs, or oxygen tents; 
surgical dressings, splints, and 
casts.

Massachusetts World War II 
vetei'ans have a new opportunity 
to obtain G. I. henne loans ac¬ 
cording to the Veteians Admiivis- 
tration. 

One provision of Public Law 
90-77, signed recently by the 
President, benefits veterans who 
had relatively long periods of 
World War II service. The final 
cutoff date for G. I. loans for 
these men and woffnen was ex¬ 
tended from July 25, 1967, to 
July 25, 1970, 

The length of time an individ¬ 
ual veteran remains eligible for 
G. I. loan benefits depends on his 
date of discharge and the length 
of his active wartime duty. 

Also, all World War II veter¬ 
ans discharged for service-con¬ 
nected disabilities will have until 
July 25, 1970, to use their G. I. 
loan benefits. Eligible widow^s of 
World War II servicemen or vet¬ 
erans whose deaths were due to 
military service received the same 
extension. 

AH veterans who have Certifi- 
caites of Eligibility beai-ing a 


July 25, 1967, expiration date 
; were urged to submit a new a:>- 
plication and their discharge pa;)- 
. el's to the VA office aenriitg their 
I area. VA will ret-oinpufte their 
■expiration date and endorse the

! Any World W'ar II veteran 
; may apply to the VA foi* a de- 
temtination of eligibility foi* G, I.
